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1* South of Kudowa Zdroj (Bad Reiners - VSlftllj) 9 in the direction of the Checho- 
slovakian frontier, on either side of a poorly maintained road between the vil- 
lages of Granicsna (Grenzendorf) and Zleionlca (Grt&nwald) , are six lignite coal 
mines in which the Russians have stored many thousand tons of liquid fuel.. The 
fuel, mostly gasoline, is suitable for motor vehicles but not for airplanes « 

In 194$ the Russians constructed concrete reservoirs in some of the nines, 
equipped others with iron reservoirs, and installed pumps of various kinds* 

Fuel to fill these reservoirs was transported via the Klodzko (Glatz) - Ku&owa 
Zdroj railroad line and tank-trucks, in an operation which was extended over 
the entire year of 1949 in order not to arouse suspicion* Ho gasoline has been 
transported In 1950, Since each nine is reported to hold 6,000 tons, an esti- 
mated total of 35,000 to 40,000 tons of gasoline are stored there* The nines 
. are well camouflaged from the air, fenced with barbed wire, and guarded by 
Soviet sentries * The frontier in this sector is guarded by the Polish Outpost 
Ho* 52, part of the "Hatch Section** (Straznica) of the T .V0,P. (the military 
frontier guard) at Kudewa Zdroj., 

2<> A single-track railway line runs parallel to the highway leading from Kudowa 
2dro j to 2ielonka» ITo reference to this lino is made on any timetable of the 
Polish railways, and it is barred to all civilian traffic* The only inhabit- 
ants of the two villages, Granicsna and Zielonka, are Russian troops and 
Polish H.O.T. units, the latter belonging to the 11th U.0,P. brigade at Klsdzko* 

3« Since 194$? in the scattered forests between • Kiodawa (153/059) and Krosniewic© 
(Q53/079) , the Soviets have constructed underground dumps for the storage of 
liquid motor fuel* One of these dumps is located not far north of Krosniotd.ee 
on both sides of the road, in the vicinity of Ostrow and Ulodarza* Another is 
located north of Klodawa, near Dzierss* The dumps are estimated to hold 4*000 
tons of liquid fuel, are excellently camouflaged, surrounded with barbod iTire,
